THIRTEEN PERSONS DROWNED. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 12.—|Speciai.]—Dur- 


8 which swept over the city this 
about 4 o'clock, lasting an hour, 
thirteen persons were drowned. They were 
the occupants of three skiffs, which were ap- 
proaching the city from the Kentucky side. At 
this writing it is impossible to learn the names 
of the lost. One of the boats contained seven 
and the qathers three men each. 
FEARS OF FURTHER LOSS OF LIFE. 

Just before the shower began two small 
boats left Evansville for the inundated district, 
one containing a party of hunters in search of 


water-fowls, while the other had been dis- 


patched to the farm of Col. Posey, which 
lies fifteen or twenty feet under water. The 
latter party consisted of Posey’s son William 
and two colored boys, their object being tc as- 
certain the condition of a large quantity of 
corn left in the second story of the barn. The 
greatest anxiety prevails. There is some doubt 
as to whether young Posey reached his destina- 
tion in safety or whether he turned back after 
the rain began. Nothing is heard from the 
party. A boat will be sent over to the farm, 
about three miles distant, to ascertain whether 
they are still there. The wind has gone 
down, but the waves are running very 
high. If the boats are not found and identified 
a day or twc may pass before the names of the 
viet ius are discovered. Nearly all the houses 
on the opposit side of the river are known to 
have been inhabited by two or more persons 
each, who have been left there for the purpose 
of taking care of the property. The inundated 
land comprises a narrow strip of very fertile 
corn land, forming a péninsula or point about 
twelve miles in length, with the river on 
both sides. The houses built upon it are 
mostly on stilts or provided with high 
brick foundations, so that they have been re- 
garded as sufe unless the water should rise 
several feet higher. Little seems to have been 
thought of storms, and it is thought that they 
had embarked in the frail craft left at their 
disposal rather than take the chances of re- 
maining in the insecure habitations. 
STRUGGLING AGAINST THE BILLOWS. 

The boats were sunk in plain view of this 
shore, and the number of persons in each 
could be easily counted, but it was impossible 
for witnesses to tell who they were, or whether 
they were white or colored. Capt. Hiram Da- 
vis, of the steamer Storm, one of the witnesses, 
says he was walking up the levee in the direc- 


tion of his vessel, which lay at the wharf, when . 


he first saw the boats. They were all within 
speaking distance, making straight for the near- 
est point on the Indiana side. Though the heavy 
white-capped waves sometimes broke over the 
stern, the boats seemed to be faring very well. 


They may have been filling with water, and this 


may account for the consterpation of the occu- 
pants, made apparent by their queer tactics. 
The wind was directly behind them, and the 
great yellow Wavés lifted the frail boats high 
in the air and then buried behind the foam of 
their crests. Several times they were declared 
lost, but as often they rose to the surface top 
side up and still heading for the shore. The 
old river men exclaimed: 

“So long as they pull straight for shore they 
are all right, but it won't do to turn about 

What are they doing?” asked another wit- 
ness, as the cloud lowered and the mist dark- 
ened. “The devil take me if they ain't trying 
to turn about and face the wind.“ 

“Why, they are mad! They'll get in the 
trough if they do—look at that! Where are 
the boats now? 

There they are,“ said the old sailor, wiping 
his eye, and not a man with em.“ : 

What he said was apparently true. Every 


soul must have perished, for the boats, re- 


leased of their burdens, were tossed about by. 
the foaming waves, one side up and then the 
other, like so many toys huddled together. 
They finally fell in with the current, and, like 
those who had recently manned them, Satte 
on toward the great ocean. 
THE HUNTING PARTY SAFE. 

LATER—The hunting party believed to have 
been drowned in the gale this afternoon have 
all returned to their homes, and nobody has 
yet been missed whose absence cannot be ac- 
counted for except young Posey and the two 
negroes. The hunting party, consisting of 
Louis Decker and three others, report that they 
encountered rough weather when the storm 
came up. They moored their boat in the trees 
and climbed up among the branches, where 
they staid until the storm was over. They did 
not leave the hunting-ground until the waves 
began to subside.

THE DAY'S DREARY DEVELOPMENTS. 
CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 12.—The situation to- 


day has been more gloomy than ever. The

FORCING PEOPLE TO LPAVE IMPERILED HOUSES.

The relief committee in charge 
of this work has had to act arbitrarily in some 
cases and compel people to leave their houses.

Owing to the general impression here that 


the losses would be less and the suffering less, 
contributions are much slower coming in.

This has been anticipated already, and a draft 
will be made soon on the appropriation unless 
funds come in faster.

Among the people from abroad who have 
contributed are George W. Childs, of Philadel- 
phia, $500, and Henry Irving, $250. 

The committee will persist in its determina- 
tion to disburse all contributions from abroad 
among sufferers outside of Cincinaati. 

DANGER FROM A STRONG WIND. 
Tonight had a frightful beginning by reason 
of a high wind, which threatened for a time to 
be a severe gale, but, though strong, was not 
steady enough to start waves so as to do any 
great damage, so far as known now. There is 
great danger, however, that the agitation of 
the water by the wind will loosen houses from 
their foundations. 

FRIGHTFUL CONDITION OF AFFAIRS AT NEW- 
PORT, KY. 

The condition of things in Newport, Ky., is 
growing still more frightful. The worst tears 
about damage to the foundations of buildings 
are being realized. Today a fine residence, 
built last year at a cost of $10,000, toppled over 
and is a complete mass of ruins. Fortunately, 
the family had removed before the crash. 
Many more buildings are in danger, and it is 
feared this afternoon and tonfght may bring a 
calamity of a worse nature. Many people are 
in bouses unable to get away, and must be lost 
if the houses fall. 

Several more houses in Newport have left 
their foundations, and some are tumbled over. 
Fortunately all were deserted beforehand by 
the occupants. The water-bound houses, some 
with no lights to break the gioom, must have 
heard the howling wind and beating rain to- 
night with a feeling almost of hopeless help- 
lesness.

THE KANAWHA VALLEY. 
TERRIBLE SUFFERING AMONG THE PEOPLE. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 12.—The Govern- 

ment boat Bee and tow-boat John D. Lewis re- 
turned here from distributing provisions to 
flood sufferers along the Kanawha River yes- 
terday and last night. It was learned from 
those met that no such suffering has ever 
been caused by high water on the Kanawha 
River. 

At Buffalo half the town was submerged, but 
the people as a general thing are well supplied 
with food. 

At Leon Place 200 people are suffering for 
food and clothing.

feet under water. Store-houses, goods, dwell- 
ings—in fact, all kinds of houses—are hid from 
Fully 100 houses 
have been u and washed away. People are 
livmg on the decks of barges, in the court- 
house—in fact, wherever they can get shelter.

This city has sent at least $3,000 worth of 
provisions, cooked, to sufferers along the river, 
and tomorrow the Government boat Bee will 
leave here with a second load of provisions for 
river towns.

The whole lower part of the Kanawha River 
Valley is overfiown, and in many places the 
river is fully threeto fivelmiles wide. The city 
has sent provisions to Guyandotte on the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio Railway for flood-sufferers. The 
people will have to be fed for fully eight days 
yet. The people are in a deplorable condition. 
Many farmers have lost all their corn, wheat, 
hay, and oats, and also some stock, along the

LAWRENCEBURG, IND. 
THE SITUATION FRIGHTFUL, AND WORSE TO 
COMB. 

LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., Feb. 12.—(Special.]— 
At this hour_the waters are rising nearly an 
inch an hour, with the mark two inches above 
the flood of 1883, and with every indication of 
twelve inches more. The long gioom of the 
heavens still hangs over us, and there is every 
prospect of a rain tonight.

The large Fitch 
lumber-yard is a wreck and nearly all gone; 
the Burkam yard also, but most of the lumber 
so far is held. The Graham mill stack went 
down, and the mill is wrecked, but not gone. 
The Miami Valley & Lawrenceburg Furniture 
and the Ohio Valley Coffin Companies have lost 

some lumber, but hope to hold the remainder. 

The Miami cuts between Newtown and Old- 
town with a current much swifter than last 
year, which is an unexplainable feature. 

The little steamer Ware, a valuable tender 
to the city, in attempting to take some passen- 
gers from the packet City of Madison today was 
sunk. No lives were lost. 

The tramp, tramp, tramp of the people up the 
track, the only egress to Greendale, through 
the prevailing rains, has reduced everything 
toasea of mud, and presents a gloomy spec- 
tacle, which no man wishes to see repeated. 
At this moment (7 p.m.) a stiff up-stream wind 
has risen, which means dozens of houses 
wrecked which would otherwise stand. 


POMEROY, O. 
‘HE PEOPLE TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

Pomeroy, O., Feb. 12.—The water of the 
Ohio reached its highest point here yesterday 
forenoon, when it was at least seven inches 
higher than any previous flood had ever at- 
tained. Since that time it has fallen three feet, 
and is gradually receding. Nine-tenths of the 
buildings in the town are still in the water, and 
about 150 were moved from their foundations, 
of which one-sixth floated off down the 
river. No lives have been lost, but the 
damage to property is immense and cannot yet 
be adequately estimated, the extent of the rise 
being unprecedented and communication with 
points above being shut off. Our people were 
not prepared for the last eight feet of water 

which came. Only one store in the town es- 
caped, and many merchants who had removed 
their goods to places they thought out of dan- 
ger were unable to save them from the water. 
Others moved four times. 

The depot of the Columbus, Hocking Valley 
& Toledo Road floated off Friday afternoon, 
and was followed Saturday and Sunday by nu- 
merous store buildings, residences, barns, etc. 

Many of the laboring people had been out of 
employment for some time past, and, being 
driven from their houses by the flood, are more 
or less destitute. In many cases people who 
removed their household effects and provisions 
to their second stories had them damaged. or 
destroyed. 

The water yesteraay morning stood eightcen 
inches on the second floor of the Grand. 
Telcher, the principal hotel. 

SALT-FURNACES AND COAL-MINES FLOODED. 

Several salt-furnaces here and in the neigh- 
boring towns were completely wrecked and 
others are badly damaged. Thousands of bar- 
rels of manufactured salt were destroyed. 

The coal-mines at Minersville, Syracuse, and 
Hartford City, neighboring villages, are flooded, 
and it will require months of time and large 
expense to free them from the water. In the 
meantime many miners will be obliged to seek 
employment elsewhere. 

The Hartford City Coal & Salt Company 
estimate their damages at $100,000. The 
Syracuse Coal & Salt Company have suffered 
nearly as badly. 

NEIGHBORING TOWNS. 
At Racine, nine miles above here, 105 b 


are moved from their foundations, and a num- 
ber have floated away. A similar condition of 
affairs exists all along the river between here 
and Parkersburg. Middleport, two miles below 
Pomeroy, is also under water. Many mer- 
chants there, not anticipating the unprece-

it impossible for the few light-draft boats 
available to save buta small portion. It is 


be lost. Nearly every town on the Lower Ohio 
above Paducah to Evansville is more or less 
inundated. 

The situation at Shawneetown is extremely 
dangerous. It was reported today that citizens, 
tired of fighting the inevitable and feeling the 
impossibility of the levees withstanding the 
waters, had cut them on the lower side, letting 
the water in gradually, thus saving buildings 
from the terrible force of the current raging 
through a broken levee on the north. 

The greater portion of Uniontown, Ky., is 


submerged, and communication is held by 


skiffs only. 

Caseyville is badly flooded. The loss of prop 
erty is very great. 

Smithland, Ky., will be entirely under water 
in the next forty-eight hours, while New Lib- 
erty, opposit, is overflowed and almost deserted 
by the inhabitants, a few remaining as a guard. 

Paducah, Ky., Metropolis and Mound City, 
III., are standing the flood nobly, and will 
escape serious damage. 

The country between Cairo and Charleston, 
Mo., on the line of the Iron Mountain Railroad, 
is submerged to a depth of several feet, and 
the last train into Bird’s Point, opposit here 
ran for miles through water which threatened 
to extinguish the fires in the locomotive. All 
trains are abandoned this side of Charleston. 
Trains on the St. Louis & Cairo and Texas & 
St. Louis ceased coming to Cairo last night. 
The Illinois Cental, North and South Divisions, 
and the Mobile & Ohio are high and dry and can 
withstand the heaviest floods ever reported in 
this section. Taking the outlook as reported 
tonight, the Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers 


are quiet, with no rain to make them rage, and 


the Wabash is rising three inches in twenty- 
four hours.

The crowd surged through the hotel lobbies 
until noon, split up into little knots to discuss 
the political situation generally, the prospects 
of the candidates in particular, and the merits 
of the Peoria-Springfield contest, or adjourned 
to the rooms of the candidates themselves to 
talk the thing over privately. 

The committee held an exclusive session at 
11 o’clock and mapped out the program for the 
love-feast. A few of the members—notably 
the Springfield workers—concluded that it 
might be in better taste if some one besides 
Long Jones were to preside over the open 
meeting at noon, and got up a little sentiment 
in favor of Gen. J. B. Hawley. But the plan 
didn’t succeed, though subsequent events 
rather tended to show its shrewdness. ‘* Long” 
Jones’ friends rallied to his support and 
knocked the scheme in the head. 

THE SPIRIT OF THE GATHERING. 

The Chairman’s speech in opening the love- 
feast was in the same good taste as his next 
move, which was to call first on Gov. Ham- 
ilton as the official representative of the State. 
The Governor’s reception showed that his 
friends were both numerous and loud-voiced, 
while his speech won him further favor. His 
cutting references to Standard Oil and Fitz 
John Porter were applauded. 

But the cheers swelled in volume when “Old 
Dick” was called to the front and took the 
platform. The breeze grew into a hur- 
ricane, and when the  white-haired 
veteran began to talk of the 
old spirit” animating him now, and urged 
Republicans everywhere to be brothers again, 
and referred incidentally to Logan as a possible 
Presidential nominee, the room rang with yells 
and cheers. As an orator he was at bis best.

THIRD DISTRICT—COL. GEORGE R. DAVIS ON

ty. This fact should not be overlooked. With- 
out desiring to nominate a man for President, 
or setting forth what his district desired in that 
regard, he thought it eminently a good time to 
let the people themselves decide that question. 
[Applause.] Nothing so touched the heart of 
man as to hear noble character held up and 
portrayed, as had just been done. There was 
no desire on his part to cast refiections, or to 
cause lack of harmony, but he did believe that 
they had to look the question squarely in the 
face—that they must carry Cook County, or 
keep down the Democratic majority, or they 
wer? in danger in the State. Continuing he 
said: 

Permit me to say that I see occasion for extreme 
felicity in the present condition of our party.

_ THE FLOODS. 
The present century has not witnessed a 
flood of such vast proportions and disastrous 
results, thus far mainly confined to property, 
as that which is now raging in the Ohio and 
its tributaries. The Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela are stationary, though another rise is 
feared, but from Wheeling to Cairo the Ohio 
has broadened into a great lake, in some places 
thirty miles in width and thirty feet in depth, 
drowning odt the business of cities and 
towns, washing away and weakening thou- 
sands upon thousands of houses, submerging 
farms and plantations, and driving thousands 
of homeless people to the hills and highlands 
for safety, without food, household goods, or 
shelter, except such as they may secure from 
the charity which is already on its way 
thither to enable them to bear up against the 
misery of their situation until the waters re- 
cede again and they can once more return to 
their homes and repair the waste and desola- 
tion which have been caused. 
The losses occasioned by this unprecedent- 
ed flood it will be difficult to compute. It is 
only known that they will run far up into 
the millions. Other rivers, the Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Cumberland, Arkansas, Red, St. 
Francis, and the Mississippi are but just 
commencing on their career of destruction. 
The amount of loss is not confined to actual 
property destroyed, though this will be im- 
mense. At Wheeling alone it is estimated at 
nearly $3,000,000, A still greater amount 
will be incurred in the damage done to farms, 
the weakening and crippling of houses and 
stores, the stoppage of manufactories, the 
loss of time and wages, and individual suf- 
fering occasioned thereby, and the irreparable 
damage done to household effects and goods 
in store. A flood is well-nigh as destructive 
asa fire. There is scarcely a manufactory 
exposed to the action of this flood but will 
be injured thousands of dollars’ worth. A 
dispatch in our last issue from Wheeling 
graphically describes the situation in the fol- 
lowing extract: 
Since last Wednesday morning the popula- 
tion of this city has regarded with intense ex- 
citement the work of destruction that has been 
going on.

The first question that occurs to every one 
is this: Cannot. something be done to guard 
against these disastrous floods, which of late 
years are growing to be of annual occurrence ? 
The despairing answer to this is, that there 
are visitations of Nature which man cannot 
It is within the province of human 
capabilities to intensify these visitations and 
increase the area of their disaster, and this 
has been done to such an extent that while 
years ago these floods were infrequent they 
are now becoming of annual occurrence and 
threaten to grow more and more disastrous. 
Every tree cut from the banks of the Ohio 
and along its tributaries and on the slopes of 
the inland hills and mountains removes an 
obstacle from the path of the flood. The 
settling up of the country, the growth of the 
farming interests, the extension of railroad 
interests and other agencies, re@nforced by 
useless individual devastations, are rapidly 
denuding the country of its forests. The 
fields which were once heavy with trees now 
grow only stubble or are devoted to pasturage 
or crops. The hillsides are stripped. The 
river banks are open to the sun. There is 
nothing to prevent the rapid melting of the 
accumulated snows and a free course is left 
for the swollen streams down the hill and 
mountain slopes into the valleys, The 
trunks of trees, their interlacing roots, the 
matting of mosses, lichens, and fungi—the 
dense shades which allowed a gradual melt- 
ing and partial absorption—no longer restrain 
the impetuous little streams and brooks, and, 
when rain adds its volume to the winter’s 
accumulations, their force and quantity in 
the absence of any check become irresistible 
and the great sewer or conduit provided by 
Nature is unable to carry it off. Its channel

Is it not with- 
in the scope of the Government also to 
aid in averting the unnecessary damages 
caused by them by an intelligent and practi- 
cal system of forestry ? 


3 THE COPPER TAX. 
The Hon. Jay Hubbell has the courage to 
defend the copper tax in the tariff. Certain 
copper companies are exporting copper, show- 
ing that they need no protection bounties. 
The returns of the copper mines for the year 
1880 show that the aggregate profits of the 
business were 14 per cent on greatly inflated 
valuations of lands and plants. The imports 
of copper ore for the year 1883 are stated by 
the Bureau of Statistics to have been only 
$113,349, while the exports were nearly nine 
times that amount. So complete is the con- 
trol of the copper market of this country by 
the copper producers that they charge our 
domestic manufacturers four to five cents a 
pound more for their copper than they exact 
from the foreign manufacturers.

The disloyal man must have the same 
pension which he would have received if he 
had not entered the Rebellion. There must 
be no distinctive oath of office which shall 
mark the difference between loyal and dis- 
loyal men. The outrage of compelling the 
South to contribute a mite to the cost of the 
War by the brief tax levied on cotton must 
be effaced and the money thus contributed 
must be returned to the Southern States. 
During the War of the Rebellion the 
South missed ‘various opportunities for 
plundering the Treasury, and that sec- 
tion must now be reimbursed by $100,- 
000,000, more or less, to be appropri- 
ated under the pretense of improving the 
navigation of the Mississippi River, but really 
to reclaim waste lands for Southern owners 
and to reward Southern contractors. These 
are but a few of the schemes which the South- 
ern politicians have in mind as a means to 
get even with the North. In case both Houses 
of Congress and the Executive shall pass into 
the hands of the Democrats it will not be

ican wool-grower meets the competition of 
the Australian or the Spanish wool-grower 
in the markets of New York or Boston. 

Rice, and sugar, and wool are now for the 
benefit of those who produce them raised in 
price on the consumer 40 per cent by the ac- 
tion of the tariff. Since we are to have pro- 
tection according to Senator Sherman for 
all labor,” we may expect to see him advo- 
cate with all his simple eloquence a measure 
for the payment of a bounty on the products 
of all the other tillers of the soil.

But prohibiting the immigration of foreign 
labor to compete with the foreign laborer 
who is here already and giving bounties to 
all the tillers of the sofl will not by any 
means round out the system of protection to 
all labor” to that perfect symmetry that 
the conscientious enthusiasm of Senator Sher- 
man will insist upon. A great deal of labor 
is still left out of this gift enterprise. There 
are all the millions of laborers who will have 
to pay the.taxes received by the wool-growers, 
and wheat, and corn, and pork, and beef pro- 
ducers.

a CAPTURE AND MASSACRE. 
Lowpon, Feb. 12.—It is reported that the reb- 
els have captured Sinkat and official dispatches 
confirm the report. 
News of the fall of Sinkat reached Suakin 
this morning. It was brought by a triendly 
Arab Chief. The garrison made a sortie, and 
for a long time successfully repulsed the rebe 
attacks, but at last the attacking forces gained 
the advantage and completely destroyed the 
garrison, except a few made prisoners. The 
fate of the women and children is unknéwn. 


that Tewfik Bey, preferring death to surrender, 
blew up the fortifications, spiked his guns, and 
made a sortie. His 600 men were all massacred. 

The streets of Suakin present a heartrending 
appearance, being thronged with women whose 
weeping and wailing give unmistakable evi- 
dence of their distress and forebodings. — 

DETAILS OB THE MASSACRE. 

A correspondent at Suakin telegraphs: At 
last the heroic garrison at Sinkat has been 
butchered. For a fortnight they have been 
eating roots and tree-leaves. It was a feeble 
band, indeed, which made the sortie to die 
amidst the rebel hordes. Tewfik Bey had 
harangued his men, saying that by fighting 
they might save themselves, but by remaining 
they must die from hunger in a few days. 
Flight was impossible. The men thus animated 
with Tewfik Bey’s spirit destroyed the military 
stores, exploded the magazines, filled their 
pouches to the utmost with cartridges, and is- 
sued forth 600 strong against the rebels. Os- 
man Digna’s hordes rushed to the attack. Tew- 
fik Bey and his men fought nobly. For a long 
time they repulsed every attempt to break 
their ranks. Finally superior numbers pre- 
vailed, and with a tremendous rush the rebels 
burst through one of the sides of the Egyptian 
square. A general massacre ensued, and not a 
soul escaped. According to the latest reports 
only four sick men, unable to take part in the 
sortie from Sinkat, were spared by the rebels. 

Before the sortie a rebel Sheikh approached 
Sinkat and summoned Tewfik Bey to surrender, 
saying his life should be spared. The garrison 
answered defiantly, reviiing the rebels. Dur- 
ing the sortie the women and children fol- 
lowed in the rear of the soldiers. Large num- 
bers of the febels were killed. The rebels 
are now massing in the vicinity of Suakin. The 
-Sinkat contingent have joined the main body.

IN PARLIAMENT. 
A VOTE OF CENSURE PASSED BY THE._HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 

Lonpon, Feb. 12.—In the House of Lords the 
Marquis of Salisbury made a motion that in the 
opinion of the House the recent lamentable 
events in the Soudan were largely due to the 
vacillating policy of the Government. 

In making the motion of censure the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury said: If the Government had 
resolved either to hold or abandon Sennaar 
Gen. Hicks might have been saved. His loss 
was due to their vacillation, their indifference, 
and their inconsistency, ending in a panic. The 
news would now run through the Mohammedan 
world that Engiand had been defeated again, and 
again and again, and was now being hunted out 
of Egypt. England's name would be a legacy 
of hatred and contempt to the Egyptians. In 
conclusion the Marquis asked whether the 
abandonment of the garrisons; the slaughter of 
the brave men, and the surrender of women 
and children to the horrors of Oriental victory 
involved no blood-guiltiness, and exhorted the 
Lords not to be accomplices in this dishonor. 

Granville, the Foreign Secretary, said the 
policy of the Government was not directed ac- 
cording to the articles in foreign journals. Sal- 
isbury was laboring under a mistake if he 
meant to convey the impression that any Eu- 
ropean Power had ‘remonstrated with 
England. He protested against the idea 
because a foreign army selected its offi- 
cers, that England was thereby made 
responsible for that army's success. It would 
be no economy of the blood of English soldiers 
to send them to hold the Soudan, although 
Salisbury thought the Government vacillating 
and inconsistent in not doing so. England and 
India had no interest in the Soudan, nor, in- 
deed, had Egypt any permanent interest in that 
country. Why this great interest for Sinkat 
and Tokar, which represented not more 
than a fiftieth of the troops in the Soudan? 
It was necessary for the Government to be 
careful so as not to clash with the larger views 
of Gen. Gordon. The Government, however, 
had ascertained it was not to interfere with 
Gordon’s plans if a foree were sent to act 
around Suakin with a view to the relief of 
Tokar. Since the defeat of Baker Pasha it had 
been altogether impossible to relieve Sinkat. 
The Government had no intention of annex- 


ing Egypt. It would remain simply 
long enough to secure a stable Gov- 
ernment. It would be quite impossible 


to govern Egypt from Downing street. The 
only thing that could be done would be to ap- 
point a first-rate man to represent England in 
Egypt, and then recommend efficient men to 
civil and military positions and give them En- 
glish support. The force of circumstances had 
obliged the Government to go further than it 
had proposed, but the Cabinet ought to restrict 
England's connection with Egypt to the object 
declared by the Government. s mo- 
tion was carried—181 to 81. 
THE DEBATE IN THE COMMONS. 


Northeote in the Commons made a motion of 
censure. He strongly denounced the sacrifice 
of Gen. Hicks. Egypt, he said, should have 
limited its operations to a country where she 
could succeed, or should have made better pro- 
vision for carrying the expedition further. But

POINTS OF PERIL. 
A SUMMARY or THE SITUATION. 

The 9th of January Tewfik Bey, the com- 
mander of the garrison of Sinkat, wrote ur- 
gently to Baker Pasha in Suakin for assistance. 
He said that his men, numbering about 800, 
were becoming demoralized from the want of 
food and the constant danger to which they 
were exposed by the boldness and pertinacity 
of the enemy, and that if he were 
not relieved speedily he saw no prospect of be- 
ing able to hold out after the end of the month. 
Baker was unable to send assistance, and what 
was expected has occurred. Sinkat has fallen 
and its gallant garrison been massacred. 
Tewfik succeeded in holding outa fortnight 
longer than he expected, but the suf- 
ferings of his men towards the end 
of the seige must have been dreadful, 
for it was known in Suakin weeks ago that 
they were eating their leather boots and san- 
dals and devouring the goat-skin bottles 
which were used for holding water. Not much 
personally is known of Tewflk, as he seems to 
have come into prominence only when the 
progress of the revolt in the Soudan made anx- 
ious eyes be turned toward Sinkat and Tokar; 
but if the story told by the Arab 
merchant who entered Suakin with the 
news of the destruction of the 
rue, Tewfik and his men made 
a gallant fight for life, and to a considerable 
extent wiped away the stigma which was cast 
upon all Egyptian troops through the conduct 
at Trinkitat of Baker Pasha’smen. In attempt- 
ing to cut his way out of Sinkat he took the last 
chance of life and lost, but in blowing up the 
fortifications and spiking the guns before he 
made his sally, he deprived the victory of the 
rebels of much of that advantage which they 
hoped to gain by the possession of the little 
but important citadel. The report mentions 
that 600 men fell with Tewfik. The ficures are 
probably correct, because, although his com- 
mand was originally greater, it had 
been seriously weakened durmg the last 
two months by discase and several 
ineffectual sorties against the enemy. The 
rebels are commanded by Osman Digna, an 
elderly Bedouin Chief, and the men under him, 
before the desperate sally ot Tewfik and his 
troops, were believed to number about 20,000. 
It is more than probable that his 
strength was augmented after the defeat 
of Baker Pasha by the accession of many of 
the victors. His army, composed of brave and 
sturdy Bedouins belonging to the Beni-Amer 
and Hadendou tribes, was poorly armed at the 
commencement of hostilities, but now that 
they are in possession of the rifles and other 
weapons . belo . of 
Baker Pasha and Tewfik Bey, they 
have become a most formidable menace 
to Suakin, which is only sixty miles away. 
Sinkat is a place of considerable strategical im- 
portance, as it is situated in one of the few de- 
files that pierce the long ‘chain of barren 
mountains that run along the Egyptain coast 
of the Red Sea. The other principal pass 
cleaves the mountains at Kosseir, and 
opens up a means of communication 
between the Red Sea and the Nile at Kenneh 
and Koft. The Sinkat defile commands the 
caravan route from SuaKin to Berber, a ten- 
days’ camel journey, and of course commands 
also the route to Khartoum, lying about 300 
miles southerly of Berber. Osman Digna will 
therefore be able now to levy what rates he 
pleases upon traders going from Nubia to the 
Red Sea. By this means, at all events, he 
will be able to starve out the trade upon which 
Suakin has hitherto relied for exigjence. As to 
Sinkat, the situation there is described as being 
deplorable, and doubtiess it is, because while 
the enemy are knocking at its doors demanding 
admittance the inhabitants within are panic- 
stricken by fear, and a no inconsiderable portion 

the garrison is ready to mutiny, and, 

if possible, to betray the town into 
the hands of Osman Digna. Suakin has only 
one great protection from assault by the 
enemy, and that is its Eu. on an island 
separated from the mainland of El Geyf by a 
channel about 500 yards wide. A small garri- 
son, fighting as it ought to fight, could make it 
a matter of extreme difficulty for Osman’s 
forces to get over into the city, and as 
the walls will doubtless be manned by 
the sailors of the men-of-war bel 
to Admiral Hewitt’s little squadron, Suakin 
cannot be considered yet in absolute peril, al- 
though its situation is grave enough. The town 
is peculiarly placed at the extremity of a nar- 
row bay about fifteen miles long, and fringed 
on each side by coral reefs. The harbor is 
formed by a curving headland running from 
the mainiand and lies to the east of the 
town, while on the west side there 
is no anchorage whatever for ships: The popu- 
lation of the place is about 5,000, of whom 
—— 100 are European traders. Toka, or 

okar, the place which Baker Pasha was at- 
tempting to relieve when he was defeated at 
Trinkitat, is in a more dangerous condition 
than Suakin, as it is undoubtedly the first place 
which the rebels wil! attack in force before 
concentrating their strength upon Suakin.

THE MACKEY-BENNETT CABLE. 
PROGRESS OF THA ENTERPRISE. 

Loxbox, Feb. 12.—[Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.|—You will be glad to 
learn that Mr. Mackey, the able and energetic 
President of the Commercial Cable Company 
who is at present in London fora few days on 
his way home to America, has during his brief 
stay in Burope concluded all the arrangements 
necessary to make the success of the Mackey- 
Bennett cable an absolute certainty. The Com- 
mercial Cable Company wishing to be inde- 
pendent of any land lines which, as the experi- 
ence of other companies, has shown, are sub- 
ject to constant interruptions caused by gales 
and snow-storms, have ordered their 
cables to be laid double, not only 
across the Atlantic, but also through- 
out the entire distance to their landing points 
in New York and Massachusetts. One cable 
landing at Cape Ann will be able to carry mes- 
sages direct to Boston and the Eastern States. 
The other will run up to Fire Island and thence 
through the Great South Bay to Coney 
Island and tight into New Tork by 
means of an underground cable. This 
route has been carefully chosen, with the 
view of avoiding the danger of possible damage 
from ships’ anchors. Both cables will run 
down the coast from Nova Scotia in a depth of 
water not less than 100 fathoms. From the 
game considerations Fire Island was selected 
as the point of destination in preference to Sandy 
Hook. Mr. Mackey, who has determined that 
the new cable enterprise shall be a success, 
has looked after every detail, and has procured 
every means which a liberal expenditure can 
command and the skill of the most experi- 
enced electricians can suggest for providing 
against all eventualities. A steel repairing- 
steamer of 1,500 tong and 1,400 horse 
power, capable of carrying 750 
tons of cable besides its coal 
and steaming eleven knots, has been ordered 
from Messrs. Elder, who will build it under the 
supervision of St. Clare Byrne, for many years 
manager of Laird’s shipbuilding firm. A 
satisfactory arrangement has also been 
conciuded with Sir Julian Goldschmid, 
President of the Submarine Telegraph 
Company, which possesses the monopoly 
of the right of laying cables across the chan- 
nel, The Submarine Telegraph Company by 
this arrangement, besides granting the right to 
the Commercial Cable Company to lay their 
cable, also undertakes in case of interruption 
or accident to convey all their messages di- 
rectly through their own lines across the chan- 
nel until the completion of the necessary re- 
pairs. 

The new submarine cable, instead of stop- 
ping at Brest, will run directly into Havre, by 
which much more prompt and reliable service 
will be obtained, as it was found in the case of 
the other companies that the land lines be- 
tween Brest and Paris were often interrupted 
by gales, thus causing a delay of several hours. 


DAVITT IN DANGER. 
ATTEMPTED ASSAULT BY A MOB, 

Lonpon, Feb. 12,—Michael Davitt delivered a 
lecture at Newcastie-on-Tyne last evening on 
The Irish Problem and Its Solution.”

Lord Randolph Churchill moved an adjourn- 
ment of the debate on this motion in order to 
prevent the House from being placed in an un- 
pleasant position in case Bradlaugh be re- 
elected, 

The motion was rejected by a vote of 208 to

[The “Chiltern Hundreds” is a British Parlia- 
mentary fiction which serves very useful purposes. 
The Chilterns are a chalky bill-range in Bucking- 
hamshire, over which the Crown used to place a 
salaried steward. The emoluments of the steward- 
ship were done away with long ago and the office is 


now merely a nominal Crown appointment. It is 
a rule no member of Purliament 
can resign his seat so long as it 


lasts. Atthe same time itis a rule that no man 
can be a member of Parliament who holds an 
office under the Crown. When, therefore, a mem- 
ber of Parliament finds himself in the awkward 
predicament of Mr. Bradlaugh and wishes to re- 
sign, he accepts the “Chiltern Hundreds,” and 
thus conforms with all the necessary forms of 
Parliamentary procedure.

Destruction of a River Steamer at St. 
Louis. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—The 
Anchor Line steamer W. P. Halliday was de- 
stroyed by fire at 4 o'clock this morning at the 
foot of Miller street. The steamer was entirely 
wrapped in flames when the department ar- 
rived. Still, First-Assistant Lindsay put his 
forces to work, keeping the machinery as 
cool as the circumstances would permit. The

The 
steamer was built at Louisville in 1879, ata 
cost of $60,000, by Capt. BE. W. Gould, who ran 
her for three years, when she was purchased 
by the New Orleans Anchor Line.

maker, being very light on fuel. She was 285 
feet long, forty-one feet beam, and nine feet 
three inches in the hold.

CONGRESSMAN DAVIS ON THE PRESIDENTIAL 

QURSTION—-HE THINKS THE MAN FROM 

MAINE HAS STRENGTH. 

Being asked what significance was to be at- 
tached to the meeting of the Third Congres- 
sional District Republican Committee last Mon- 
day evening, Congressman George R. Davis re- 
plied: It is time to begin to prepare for the 
National Convention. We understand that un- 

der the terms of the call of the National Com- 
mittee each district will hola its own conven- 
tion and elect delegates straight to the Nation- 
al Convention. The State Convention will elect 
the four delegates-at-large. I can see no de- 
sign in this meeting further than to begin the 


necessary preparations.” 

Do you anticipate a warm fight over the 
delegates from your district? ”’ 

“ That will depend on the course pursued by 

Gen. Logan's friends. I believe the people 
should be allowed to elect the men of their 
choice to represent them. I cannot see any 
good to be gained by two or four delegates 
from Chicago districts going to the National 
Convention and commeneing a fight on Logan 
from the jump. My idea is that the delegates 
from the Third District, whomsoever they may 
be, will act in unison with their colleagues from 
the rest of the State and support Logan fora 
reasonable time, but the question is, Where 
will they go when Logan is dropped? It is 
their second choice which will be looked after, 
Now I for one do not believe in sending 
men to a convention, tied down by an 
iron gag, to yote for any one man first, 
last, and all the time. itis nonsense, and im- 
pairs the prestige and power of the delegation 
from our State. Let the delegates be guided by 
what they may feel to be the best interests of 
the party. The result will be this: If Senator 
Logan's friends will let the people elect dele- 
gates who are in a measure non-committal, he 
will receive due consideration at their hands; 
but if they want to own absolutely these men 
and pledge them indefinitly, then there is apt 
to de somewhat of a fight.”’ 
Further conversation with Congressman 
Davis convinced his hearer that he was really 
at heart for Blaine, and in fact Mr. Davis said 
that those who imagined that Blaine was not in 
this race would find themselves be- 
‘fore it was over. 

What makes this even more significant was 
the utterance of Mr. George Swift some min- 
utes later, who said he believed that if Blaine 
was understood to be in the field this country 
would be overwhelmingly for him. 


THE MORMON QUESTION. 
“TER EVIL OF POLYGAMY ASSUMING SERIOUS 
PROPORTIONS IN IDAHO. 

Quite an important delegation of Idaho poli- 
tiolaus were at the Palmer last evening on their 
way home. They were the Hon. E. A. Wall, 
President of the Territorial Council; the Hon. 
E. M. Wilson, a member of the Lower House; 
and Mr. George A. Block, formerly Secretary 
of the Territory of Utah, but now a resident of 
Idaho. Mr. Wall has just come from Washing- 
ton, where he hag been in consultation with 
Judge Poland of Vermont, Congressman Cassi- 
dy of Nevada, and others in regard to the 
Mormon question, which is becoming 
of vital consequence to the future of 
Idaho. The result of the conference 
was the introduction of a bill by Judge Poland 

roviding that “before registration in Utah, 
o, and other Territories the voter shall be 
required to take an oath that he does not belong 
to the Church of the Latter-Day Saints, or any 
other secret organization upholding polygamy, 
bigamy, or unlawful cohabitation.” This, it is 
thought, will destroy the political supremacy 
of the Mormon by excluding ail Mormons, 
whether polygamists or monogamists, from 
voting. Mr. Wall says was assured by these 
Congressmen that the bill would be pressed and 


that they believed it would pass. 
8 further of the Mormonism in Idaho, 
he said: It bas spread into our Territory 


alarmingly within the last four years. Out ot a 
tota! population of 70,000, they number at least 
25,000. They control three counties absolutely, 
and bold the balance of power in several others. 
They are able to elect three members of the 
Council and seven of the House, or 
ten out ot a total of thirty-six. Gen- 
erally they have acted with the Democrats and 
claimed that party, but in reality they have no 
politics. The spread of Mormonism is break- 
ing down party lines in Idaho, and soon there 
l only be two sides, Mormon and Gentile. I 
am a Democrat and we have always elected a 
Democratic Delegate to Congress until 1882, 
when a Republican was returned, Nothing 
else beat Ainsley but his known leaning to the 
Mormons. To show you how the thing is work 
ing, see how I was elected President of the 
Council. There were six Republicans, 
three Mormons, claiming to be Democrats, one 
Democrat, friendly to the Mormons, and two 
straight Democrats, one whom I was. Al- 
though the Republicans had six votes out of 
twelve, yet they elected me to the chair to 
shut the Mormons entirely out, because they 
knew I was irrevocably against them.

Wassinaron, D. C., Feb. 11.—Among the re- 
cent arrivals in the city from the Pacific coast 
is a gentleman who for many years has been 
looked upon as one of the noblest leaders 
the Republican party has had in that portion of 
the country, From him your correspondent 
learns that the claims put forth by Democrats 
ef their ability to carry the Pacific Coast States 
in the coming Presidential contest are based 
upon an erroneous opinion as to the true senti- 
ment of these States.

Cable, of the Rock Island, Goes to 
York—Geuld Fails to Get the 
Eastern Illinois Road. 


Gould and Huntington Foreed Out of 
the Atiantic & Pacific—The Latter 
Road to Be Extended to the Pacific 
Coast at Once. 
The indications now are that the Atlantic & 

Pacific will after all be extended to San Fran- 

cisco independent of the Southern. and Central 

Pacific. The construction of the Atlantic & 

Pacific was undertaken some years ago by the 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, owned by a Bos- 

ton syndicate, and the St. Louis & San Fran- 

cisco, the principal owners of which were then 

a syndicate headed by the Seligmans, of New 

York. It was the intention to build the line 

from Albuquerque to San Francisco to give the 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé an independent 

outlet to the Pacific Coast. But about two years 

ago, through the treachery of. the Seligmans, 


of the St. Louis & San Francisco. Their prin- 
cipal object in gaining control of the latter 


an independent outlet to the Pacific coast. 
They forced the Santa Fé to stop the construc- 
tion of the Atlantic & Pacific at a point called 
the Needles on the Colorado River. Hunting- 
ton's Southern Pacific then built the Mojave 
Branch to the Needles, thus making the Santa 
Fé and Atlantic & Pacific dependent upon the 
Southern and Central Pacific for a California 


outlet. From reliable information received 


here it appears now that Jay Gould and Hun- 
tington have been euchred out of their hold- 
ings in the St. Louis & San Francisco, and the 
Santa Fé people are again in complete control 
of the Atlantic & Pacific. 

Seligman, who played traitor to the Boston 
folks by letting Huntington and Gould into the 
control of the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road, had, together with his friends, about 
$20,000,000 of Atlantic & Pacific bonds, upon 
which some $600,000 interest was falling due 
Jan. 1 last. The Directors of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe politely informed Mr. 
Seligman that they would pay no interest on 
these bonds until this matter was righted. 
Seligman then went ta Boston to impress them 
with the terrible effect a default in the interest 
would have upon them (and himself), 


but they and Seligman 
came to their terms and rew over- 
board Gould and Huntington, and thus

In Spite of the Presidents’ Agreement 

KEast-Bound Freight Rates Are Still 

Being Cut. 

Although at their meeting in New York the 
Presidents of the trunk lines and their princi- 
pal Western connections agreed to enforce at 
once the maintenance of established tariffs 
and vowed to be personally responsible for all 
the cutting of rates practiced hereafter, yet 
everything indicates that the east-bound freight 
rates are no better maintained now than they 
were before the Presidents took their de- 
cisive” action in New York. Some ot the 
roads made large contracts just before the 


Presidents signed their agreement at rates 
from 10 cents to 15 cents below the established 
tariff rates. Some of these contracts, it is 
claimed, are of such magnitude that they can- 
not be disposed of before next spring. It is 
also charged that contracts at low rates are 
still being made, dating them back to the time 
previous to the adoption of the new agree- 
ment. Another meeting of Presidents will be 
held in New York next Friday. If the roads 
make honest reports (which is hardly probable) 
the Presidents will be amazed at the magnitude 
of outstanding contracts, and they are not 
likely to dispose of this matter as easily as they 
dia of the question of cutting rates last week. 
They will find that there are traitors in their 
own ranks who while they sign an agreement 
for the maintenance with one hand sign an 
order tothe officials of their roads with the 
other to continue to cut the rates. The cause 
for all this is that business is nominally light 
and some of the roads are compelled to stim- 
ulate business by cutting rates to earn enough 
money to pay their fixed charges and expenses. 
As far as can be learned the situation is not 
by any means as bad at Chicago as at othe 
estern competing points. 
AT INDIANAPOLIS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 12.—[Speolal.—

The protest circulated at the Stock-Yards 
against the establishment of a Bureau of An- 
imal Industry” has received the signatures of 
115 live-stock dealers, who represent an aggre- 
gate capital of about $15,000,000. The full text 
of the bill, which is entitled A bill for the es- 
tablishment of a Bureau of Animal Iudustry. 
to prevent the exportation of diseased cattle, 
and to provide means for the suppression and 
extirpation of pieuro-pneumonia and other 
contagious diseases among domestic animals,” 
nas already been published in Tun Paisune, 
as well as the text of the remonstrance 
and a number of the signatures. A meeting of 
stockdealers was to have been held yesterday 
for the purpose of taking decisive action to 
prevent the passage of the bill, but owing to 
the sickness of their attorney the meeting was 
postponed. The telegram sent from Chicago 
to persons interested in the passage of the bill 
at Washington, alleging that the protest orig- 
inated with a disgruntled sorehead’’ and was 
signed only by brokers who never saw the bill, 
created considerable indignation among the 
stockdealers, who resent the insinuation as 
being wholly untrue. The protest was circu- 
lated by Mr. Allen Gregory, of Gregory, Cooley 
& Co., a firm that is prominently identi- 
fied with the live-stock interest of the 
West. It is true that nearly all the signatures 
attached to the remonstrance were those of 
brokers, but it is equally true that a large per- 
centage of those brokers are extensive breeders 
and cattle-raisers, 

DEALERS INTERVIEWED. | 

A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed about thirty 
of the heaviest drovers at the Stock- Yards yes- 
terday, and without a single exception there 
was none who were not decidedly opposed to 
the passage of the bill. 

The following interview with a prominent 
dealer is in substance the ideas of many others: 


we believe the establishment of such a bureau 
is not only totally unnecessary, but that it will 
result detrimentally to the cattle and hog inter- 
ests of this country. The whole scheme is be- 
ing projected by a party of unscrupulous office- 
seekers whose only object is to create fat offices 
for themselves and their constituents. Re- 
garding the sensational reports of diseases 
affecting the health of American cattle and 
hogs we do not think there is the first 
semblance of truth, but believe such reports 
were circulated by persons holding quasi- 
otiicial positions and cal 
purposes. We positively 
such diseases as pleuro-pneumonia never 
existed in the Western States and Territories, 
and very much doubt that they ever existed in 
any part of the United States. Cattle diseas es 
were uuheard of until the Treasury Cattle Com- 
mission was organized, so it is but fair to sup- 
pose that Commissioner Sanders and bis official 
followers got up these reports to gull the pub- 
lic into believing they were earning their lib- 
eral salaries. From time to time reports have

THE IRON-TRADE. 
WHAT THE NORTH CHICAGO ROLLING-MILLIS 
PROPOSE DOING—THE OUTLOOK. 

An alleged special telegram published in an 
evening paper and purporting to come from 
Madison, Wis., states that a great deal of un- 
easiness exists among the 1,500 men employed 
at the Bay View works of the North Chicago 
Rolling-Mill Company, and grave fears are en- ; 
tertained that the labor difficulty of last year, 
when the mills all over the country were shut 
down, will be repeated.“ After giving some 
alleged facts regarding a reduction of the pres- 
ent scale of wages the alleged special concludes 
by saying that an official of the North Chicago 
Rolling-Mills seys that there will have to be a 
reduction of wages or a shutting down of all 
their works.“ The dispateh was shown Mr. 0. 
W. Potter, President of the North Chicago 
Rolling-Mills Company, and he pronounced 
it a falsehood in every particular, so 
far as it related to a shut-down or reduction in 
the scale of wages. company has con- 
siderable work on hand for the Bay View 
works although prices are discouragingly low. 
No conference has been held with a view of re- 
ducing wages because the contract between 
the company and its Bay View employés does 
not expire until June. 

Regarding the outlook of the iron-trade, Mr. 
Potter said: I have read, and with much 
surprise, editorials in some of the leading 
Eastern papers arguing an improvement in the 
eondition of the iron-trade. I am at a loss to 
find any substantial toundation on which a 
statement of that nature, or anything like it, 
could be based. There are certainly no indi- 
cations of any improvement here, and I am 
forced to believe the outlook for this year is a 
decidedly gloomy one, so far as manufacturers 
are concerned. Prices are terribly depressed, 
There is considerable inquiry for steel-rail. and 
bar-iron, but we are taking no new orders, as 
it would be impossible for us to fill them except 
ataloss. We have started up our nail-mill and 
it is reer and will probably 
continue.

A LAKE UNDER LAKE MICHIGAN. 
WORK ON THE HYDE PARK TUNNEL STOPPED 

BY RUNNING INTO A “POCKET” OF WATER 

OF UNKNOWN DIMENSIONS. 

Work on the Hyde Park Water-Works tunnel 
has been temporarily suspended owing to a 
change in the character of the soil at the bot- 
tom of Lake Michigan. It has hitherto been 
good ground,“ composed principally of clay. 
The tunnel is about thirty feet below the bot- 
tom of the lake. The excavation of the last 
hundred feet has been attended with some dif- 
ficulty owing to the presence of a considerable 
quantity of quicksand. It was done, however, 
and the immediate cause of stopping work is 
the discovery of a body of water in a 
large pocket under the bottom of the 
lake. It is about two feet *deep, and 
lies directly in front and to the south of the 
face of the tunnel, the surface being about 
level with its top. Its extent, of course, can 
only be conjectured, and its presence could 
not be detected by the preliminary soundings, 
as the bottom of the lake over the pocket gives 
no indication of its existence. The tunnel it- 
self isin good shape. The last 100 feet are com- 
pleted, with extra precautions as to strength, 
and ten feet of solid masonry secure the aban- 
doned face against the encroachment of tne 
water. There is little water in the tunnel, and 
this is taken out as fast as necessary by the 
pumps. 

Itis probable that a meeting of the Hyde 
Park Board of Trustees will be held Thursday 
evening to determine upon a course of action. 
Two plans are feasible. The tunnel may be 
stopped where it is, or a sheer to the north 
may be made around the pocket. The points 
in favor of the former plan are as follows: The 
tunnel already extends 3,152 feet from the 
shaft, and the depth of the lake at its 
present terminus is twenty-five feet. The 
agreement with the contractors, Robin- 
son & Miner, provides for the construction of 
a tunnel one mile in length at a cost of $21 per 
foot. Should the terminus be fixed at its pres- 
ent point a large sum will be saved to the tax- 
payers. It is a question, however, whether its

New York, Feb. 10.—({Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The seventeenth annual exhibition of 
the American Water-Color Society, which 
opened Monday, Feb. 4, to the public at the 
Academy of Design. is considered by many 
artists as the best exhibition ever held by the 
society. Its distinctive feature, with regard 
to the exhibitions of the last few years, lies in 
a certain reactionary movement towards the 
principle of the older water-color painters— 
that only transparent water-color or aquarelle 


could be considered as water-color pure and 


simple. The more modern and progressive 
idea, as illustrated by the actions of the differ- 
ent contemporary water-color societies of Eu- 
rope, accepts the fact that aquarelle, gouache 
or body-color, and a combination of gouache 
and aquarelle, are all legitimate forms of wa- 
ter-color art. The peculiarity of the exhibi- 
tion held last season by the American Water- 
Color Society lay in the presence of a large 
number of works executed almost entirely in 


- gouache, which many of our younger men pre- 


fer to transparent color, and especially those 
who are under the influence of certain Euro- 
pean schools of extremist tendencies. 


This year the progressive movement towards 


the universal employment of body-color has 
been partly arrested by the conservative influ- 
ences at work among the managers of the ex- 
hibition. On the other hand, the exhibiuon of 
last year contained a large number of careful, 
labored works, treated in the stippled man- 
ner, by men whose ideas of water-coior art and 
methods of handling were gained from the 
older English water-colorists. This year this 
element has been t entirely eliminated 
from thé exhibition. If the managers have 
shown themselves conservative in the matter 
of body-color work, they have shown them- 
selves progressive in excluding stippled work, 
except in a few cases where the treatment was 
extremely modern and the stippling method 
was intentionally employed to produce a cer- 
tain effect. By thus preserving the golden 
mean in their selection of works for the exhi- 
bition, they have produced a delightful collec- 
tion of pictures, showing a high average of 
merit, very even in quality, and entirely mod- 


ern, without being fiercely radical in character, | 


It possesses in a marked degree the true 
aquarelle spirit of brilliancy, sparkle, delicacy, 
and vivacity, while the gouache characteristics 
of solidity, force, and opaqueness of effect are 
sufficiently prominent to give an impression of 
strength and vigor underlying its charm and 
stripping it of anything like superficiality. The 
happy medium in water-color art to the 
non-partisan eye appears to tie in a judicious 
employment of both transparent and opaque 
color, the solidity of the one tempering the 
crisp brilliancy of the other. 

HOW THE PICTURES ARE HUNG. 

The hanging of the pictures has this 


been based on principles of artistic subtlety. 


One of the members of the Hanging Committee 
was Mr. J. Francis Murphy, and any eye famil- 
jar with the subtle, evanescent beauties of his 
landecapes, can easily trace an analogy be- 
tween their qualities of tone and those pro- 
duced by the arrangement of the pictures in 
the water-color exhibition. This symphonic 
disposition of the works is admirably illus- 
trated in the long gallery, where half the room 
is occupied by pictures light in tone and half 
by those in dark, shading towards the middle, 
where they meet on the neutral ground of 
gray.

There are a 
number by Homer D. Martin, gray in tone, sim- 
‘ple in treatment and general conception, and 
characteristic in manner. In strong contrast 
with these are the light bite of Nature by J. 
Francis Murphy. The works of both artists are 
remarkable for subtlety of effect, but there the 
analogy ends. Mr. Murphy’s landscapes are as 
delicately mellow in tone and as aerial and lu- 
minous in effect as bits of pale amber glass. 
The features of the landscape serve as a mere 
excuse for the creation of exquisit harmonies 
of color and tone. In a different vein are the 
landscapes by George H. Smillie, of which 
several are included in the exhibition.

GREENSBURG, Pa., Feb. 12.—The grand jury 
found true bills against the Murraysville gas- 
well rioters for murder and felonious assault 
with intent to kill. The defendants include 
Milton Weston, of Chicago; Col. Blakely, of 
Pittsburg; Richard Bowser, of Greensburg; 
and other well-known persons. 

(The ownership of the Murraysville gas well, in 
Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, had been in dis- 
pute. The claimants were the Westons, of Chica- 
go, and others, and the Haymakers and others of 
Allegheny County. Atan early hour the morning 
of Nov. 26 last a gang of twenty men in the employ 
of the Weston party started from Greensburg and 
other points for the well and took quiet possession. 
They were armed with breech-loading rifles. Soon 
afterward some of the opposit party put in an ap- 
pearance, and a rougb-and-tumble fight took place 
between A. M. Bowser and O. M. Haymaker, in 
which Haymaker was badly used up. Escaping 
from the crowd he collected eighty or ninety 
laborers, who, armed with picks and shovels, 
marched toward the well, still in possession of 
the Weston crowd. Arriving within fifty yards of 
the well they were halted by the Weston party and 
warned not to venture on the premises at their 
peril. They advanced, however, under the leader- 
ship of Haymaker, who struck down a man with a 
pick, fracturing his skull. Then the Weston party 
opened fire, twenty rities sending their contents 
nto the advancing columns of the enemy. Hay- 
maker and Charles Heffron received wounds from 
which they died the following day, and four others 
were less seriously injured. The above is the 
version given by the Weston party. The Haymak- 
ers claimed that they were acting on the defensive. 

The well is located six miles from Stewart's Sta- 
tion on the Westmoreland bank of Turtle Creek. 
About six years ago Henry Remaley, of Murrays- 
ville, leased his farm to A. and M. Haymaker for 
the purpose of boring for oil, gas, and salt water. 
The lessees contracted to drill 1,650 feet deep, to 
prosecute the work with diligence, and to give 
Remaley one-eighth of the product. They struck 
gas, but didnot utilize it. Later they formed a 
company to putthe gas into Pittsburg, and the 
scheme failed. Mr. Remaley then declared the 
lease forfeited, and shortly afterwards executed 
another lease to Milton Weston, of Chicago. Weston 
sold an interest in his lease to Dr. J. S. Crawford, of 
Greensburg. When Weston and Crawford attempted 
to take possession of the well the Haymakers 
resisted them. The case was carried into the 
courts, but subsequently compromised. The Hay- 
makers drilled another well, which also proved to 
be a gas- producer. They held a first lease of all 
the territory around Murraysville. Jan. 10, 1883, 
Weston and Crawford attempted to take forcible 
possession of the territory. Sheriff Kettering in- 
terfered, the case was again thrown into the courts, 


and Jan. 13, 1883, Judge Hunter granted an injunc- | 


tion restraining the Weston-Crawford party from 
proceeding in the matter, and nothing further of 
iuterest happened till the riot.

PAUPERISM IN ENGLAND. 


Bob Porter’s Purchased Testimony. 

New York, Feb. 8.—[Editor of the New York 
Times.}|—Mr. Robert P. Porter does not seem to 
take my postscript to his letters kindly, in 
which I showed the great decline of pauperism 
in England under free trade. Mr. Porter apol- 
ogizes for my not having studied the subject 
sufficiently, etc., and says: 

Those who administer the Poor law in England 
say that the number of outdoor paupers does not 
measure pauperism at all. The great improve- 
ment in administration during the last few years 
has reduced them very much. Beggars and va- 
grants, who in 1849 were treated as paupers, are 
now treated as criminals, and Mr. Moore will find 
them in the increasing summary convictions before 
Magistrates, which in twenty years have 
over 270,000. 

Now, in answer to Mr. Porter I beg to say 
that I simply dealt and deai with official figures, 
which can be found on page 114 of the Finan- 
chil Reform Almanac for 1884, and which is a 
correct transcript from Registrars’ returns. 
Well, then, for 1849 the paupers in England and 
Wales were thus classed: First, adult able- 
bodied paupers; and second, all other paupers 
(exclusive of vagrants). Let it be remembered 
that official returns particularly state Frelu- 
sive of vagrunts an both periods. Now for 
the facts: ,

Adult able-bodied indoor paupers in 1883.... 24,867

8 in 1849, under protection, this number 
ell to 80,490 and decreased 93,031 because they 
found workin the year 1883, when England 
and Wales had had twenty-two years of free- 
trade; while the adult able-bodied indoor 
paupers decreased 3,256 in number under free 
trade inthe same period for, probably, the 
same reason. And yet the population in 1849 
was 17,564,655 and in 1883 about 26,760,000.

I suppose the difference between an adult 
able-bodiea indoor pauper and a not able- 
bodied indoor pauper is age and infirmity.

Oregon Polities Becoming Lively—Condition of 
the Grain Crops—Important Scientific 


PorTLAND, Ore., Feb. 4.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The Oregon Short-Line Railroad 
is already nearly completed from the line of 
the Union Pacific at Ogden to the Snake River, 
near Boise City. The assertion is made that 
connection will be made between it and the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company from 
Portland the coming summer. Already the 
heaviest and most expensive part of the grad- 
ing has been completed. The Union Pacific 
seems determined to reach an outlet to the Pa- 
cific coast, whereby it can relieve itself from 
the exactions of the Central Pacific, which for 
twenty years has absorbed the lion's share of 
protits. It is generally believed that the Short- 
Line and Oregon Railway & Navigation Company 
have entered into an agreement whereby the 
Oregon Short-Line will act with the latter road. 
However, those who are best informed 
on the subject affirm that such 
an arrangement is only temporary. 
There are now but 124 miles remaining to be 
constructed between the present terminus of 
the Oregon Short-Line and the eastern termi- 
nus of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany’s Road. Of this distance, thirty miles 
will bring the former road to the junction, and 
ninety-four miles, the grading of which is near- 
ly ali completed, will extend the latter line to 
The Oregon Short-Line track 
reached, a few days the bridge spanning 
Snake River, and trains are now running into 
Huntington. On this end, known as the Baker 
City Branch, about 2,000 men are engaged, and 
the work is being prosecuted with all possible 
vigor. Trains are running to Weiser, Idaho, 
517 miles west from Granger. The grade has 
already reached the Snake River crossing, and 
the roadbed is ready for the iron. The ends of 
the two approaching lines will meet about next 


July.

GUBERNATORIAL. 

The question of who shall be Governor of 
Washington Territory is at present the absorb- 
ing topic of interest in that Commonwealth. 
There are several candidates in the field, and 
the friends of each are urgently pressing the 
claims of their favorits. Gov. 
Newell, the present incumbent, isone of the 
most prominent and popular aspirants. He is 
a champion of the cause of woman-suffrage, 
and, by signing the bill recently passed by the 
Washington Territory Legislature, made a host 
of friends among the sympathizers of the en- 
franchisement of the sex. A petition, signed 
by a great number of the prominent offi- 
cials and citizens of the Territory, ask- 
ing the President to reappoint Gov. 
Newell has been forwarded to President 
Arthur. Mrs. A. 8. Duniway, pioneer 
champion of woman's rights on the North Pa- 
cific coast, and editor of the New Northwest, has 
been urged to accept the position. Her name 
has been put forward very prominently in that 
connection. However, the lady has recently 
written a letter in which she declines the honor. 
J. N. Glover, a leading citizen of Western 
Washington Territory, is being pushed forward 
very actively by a number of prominent men 
in that section of the Territory. A petition 
has been circulated, very numerously signed, 
and forwarded to the President asking for his 
appointment. Many of the friends of woman- 
suffrage are also urging the claims of Judge 
B. F. Dennison, ex-Chief-Justice of the Terri- 
tory, for Gubernatorial honors. Dennison has 
been a resident of Washington for 
nearly forty years, and took an active part in 
its earliest provisional organization. He is a 
lawyer of ability, and regarded as a true friend 
of the woman cause. The name of Col. L. 8. 
Howlitt is also mentioned prominently in con- 
nection with the Governorship of the Territory,

Statement of Detective Brown Relative to 
the Shooting Near Horton—The 
Foy Inquest. 


JACKSON, Mich., Feb. 12.—[Speolal.]— The 
following is the sworn statement of Detective 
Brown concerning the recent attempt to assas- 
inate him: 

“The 8th instant deponent started from Hor- 
ton to go in Spring Arbor Township, where he 
thence proceeded, and, after visiting several 


places, deponent stopped at James White's, 
near the Crouch residence. This was about 
dark. From thence he went to the resi- 
dence of Elmer Hatch, and remained 
there till about 7:30 p. m. He then 
left Mr. Hatch’s and started for Horton on the 
highway and on foot. As deponent passed near 
Mr. Eugene Beiden's residence Mr. Burton 
Hatch passed him on towards Horton, and just 
south of the house of N. H. Sears he meta 
buggy with two men, one dressed in black with 
a Scotch cap on, the other with same kind of 
cap, light-gray overcoat, and smaller of the 
two. He turned out on the east side going 
south, and the man with light coat was on the 
same side of buggy he was on. They were 
driving quite rapidly, and as they came even 
with him he stepped out and stood facing them, 
or nearly facing them. They were driving a 
bay or brown horse with white stripe in face 
and one white foot (don't know whether it 
was before or behina), and square box buggy, 
think end springs. person on near side 
was driving. They seemed to have slacked the 
pace of the horse, and the man with the light 
coat and sitting on the right side of the 
buggy shot deponent. Not a word was 
uttered by any person. He fell, and they drove 
on. I can't say positively who shot me, but his 
overcoat and cap and stature looked to depo- 
nent like Judd Crouch as I had seen him in 
company with Hugh McCollum about three 
hours before in a lumber-wagon going toward 
the Crouch residence from the east, about one- 
half mile east of said Crouch’s residence. The 
face of the man that shot me was so muffled 
that I cannot identify him. I know Judd 
Crouch well, but cannot swear he was the man 
only judging from his clothing and stature.“ 
Brown is under the care of his sister, and she 
refuses to allow any one to see him unless by 
order of the doctor. The Prosecuting-Attor- 
ney thinks that Brown is in a precarious condi- 
tion.

I do not call 
basements or sub-basements next door to the 
furnace, wine-cellars; but a real wine-ceYar as 
the term is understood in Europe cannot be 
found bere. Pierre Lorillard has a magnificent 
one at Newport, and a friend of mine living 
near New York has another at his country- 
place, but those are the only two in the coun- 
try I know of. How can a wine-merchant pre- 
tend to keep wine worthy the name when at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon the temperature is 
probably 70° or 80° Fahrenheit and at 3 o’clock 
in the morning it is down to 10° or 12°?

They have not yet found out how to 
give them maturing properties. When they do, 
this will become the vineyard of the world.“ 


FITZ JOHN PORTER. 


What an Ohio Officer Saw, Heard, and 
Says. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 9.—[Editor of the Com- 
mercial-Gazette.|—Mr. Editor, I notice that, in 
common with others, you place great stress 
upon the latest opinion of Gen. Grant and his 
diagram illustrating Fitz John Porter’s position 
and conduct on the day preceding the second 
disastrous battle of Buil Run. 

I consider the arrival or non-arrival of Long- 
street the 29th is amatter of no consequence 
whatever, so far as the guilt of Fitz John Por- 
ter is concerned. 

The question at issue, to use a legal phrase, is, 
Did this officer, after he got under the command of 
Pope, do his duty as a loyal officer: or, on the 
contrary, was he, in the face of the enemy, 
unfaithful to his trust and treacherous to 
his country? 

What orders were sent him? What orders 
reached him? What force was to his front, or 
at his side, or rear are subordinate questions, 
serving only to throw light as so much evt 
dence on his conduct. 

The failure to obey the order to move at mid- 
night because the night was dark, so much 
dwelt upon, is in itself of no importance. It 
may have been an error of judgment or it may 
have been a kindly regard for his troops. Or 
it may have been treachery to his commander. 
[But Lee’s Rebels made long marches these 
very nights to concentrate their forces on 
Pope.] To get at this we are called on to con- 
sider not only his conduct the 27th, 28th, and 
29th, but such evidence as he has left of reo- 
ord showing his condition of mind towards the 
man he was sworn to obey. 

Of this last there is no room for doubt. His 
private dispatches sent his friends in the rear 
show such hate for and contempt of Gen. Pope 
that it was impossible for him to obey his orders 
in Faith. 

hen reluctantly he moves to the front and 
finds himself face to face with the enemy the 
29th. he remains idle all day to fall back at dark 
with the roar of battle in his ears. | 

itis now urged that no such conflict was in 
progress, that it was only a noisy artillery duel, 
in which few lives were lost and no result on 
either side obtained. 

This has nothing whatever to do with the is- 
sue. The question is, what was the impression 
at the time on the mind of this man? He leaves 
us in no doubt as to this. He leaves his entire 
defense of the fight going on, andin one dis- 


,pateb that throws an electric light on the dark- 


est recess of his traitorous mind he says that a 
conflict is going on, and he gathers from the 
sound that our sideis losing—thatis, thata 
desperate battle is in progress, and his com- 
rades are being shot down in their retreat, and 
he never moves a man to give them aid. 

In the same way 1 insist that the much- 
vexed question as to when Longstreet arrived 
upon the field, whether in the morning, at 
noon, or at night, has nothing whatever to do 
with Fitz John Porter’s guilt or innocence, 

Gen. Pope was striving to take advantage of 
Lee’s blunder in sending half the Confederate 
forces in between the two Union armies and 
beyond support. If, however, Longstreet ar- 
rived in time to relieve Lee, it was Gen. Pope’s 
design to fall back behind Centreville and await 
reénforcements. 

Fitz John Porter claims that the other half of 
Lee's army under had arrived and 
was in his front, so that it was wise to fall back 
after a day’s idleness without a demonstration. 

In this instance, to claim that this was a good 
thing todo and exhibited a wise judgment is 
simply monstrous. For we must bear in mind 
that, while Porter was in doubt as to the force 
in his front, he had no doubt that a battle was 
raging and being lost to our side. Had he, un- 
der the soldierly impuise of a patriotic mind, 
gone in, the results would have been as Gen. 
Cox has shown—a solving of the doubt as to 
the presence of Longstreet. Had he found 
Longstreet before him, the fact would have en- 
abled Pope to fall back, and the terribie disas- 
ter of the next day would have been avoided. 

I took part in this campaign. While en- 
cam at Warrenton Junction, when orders 
reached me the 27th to report to Gen. Porter, 
‘after much hard marching I found myself on 
the left of the Union line and the right flank of 
the Confederate line the 29th. My first im- 
pression was that of utter indifference on the 
part of the General (Fitz John Porter) to whom 
I reported. This was followed by such expres- 
sions of contempt for Pope by the officers with 
whom I found myself associated that I was 
pained and astonished. 

The next day I found myself marching on 
Centreville, with the roar of the deadly conflict 
in our hearing at our left and rear, and became 
so disturbed that I sought my officer in imme- 
diate command of Porter’s division and asked 
his permission to about face and march to the 
conflict. This was readily given me, and with- 
out further orders I turned my brigade and 
hurried back to the field, striking the fight on 


the Warrenton pike. 


I mention this fact only to illustrate the con- 
dition of the Fitz John Porter command at this 
time, for the command represented their Gen- 
eral.
